J. ,^ Thato is no brnncli of industry more 

■ •tiikingly neglected in this Colony, at pres- 
ent, (han agrioulttire. Yet it -would be difli- 
calt to name an industrial pursuit more in- 

v.difpjshadble to our Colonial prosperity, or 
attended with larger ultlmnto remuneration 
' ■"•" We^oan scarcely be said to possess full evi- 
deaoe of permanence, as u community, wiiild 
dependent so extensively upon foreign 
neighbors, even for the common necessaries 
of life. The fallacy lias unaccountably 
„|-' I" taken wing that the island is in a roranrk- 
able degree unsuited for farming ojierations. 
In the elaboraie essay of Col. Grant, con- 
tributed to the " Transactions of the Uu3 al 
Geographical Society in 1857, this view uf 
the iubjcct obtains consiJerable pror.iiiiencp, 
and no article of weight ituit liaa since ap- 
peared in the press nf Great Britain on our 
sgrioultural resouroes, as fnr as Ave know, 
has done the Colony, in this respect, the 
juitice it inerits. The prevailing irapres- 
■ion at'a distaiice seems to be that our insu- 
lar settlement 'is a forbidding aggregate of 
rook, mountain, swamp and forest — almost 
unrelieved by a single patch of arable land, 
and that whatever insip;nillcftnt portions con- 
tain the elomonts of fertility are so densely 
wooded as to render the task of clearini; 
them at once unprofitable to capitalists and 
impossible to those of narrower means. 
The hand of nature, it is udniiltod, has 
placed at human disposal in tins and the 
lister Colony a much smaller extent of 
bounteous soil in proportion to gro^s area 
than has been conferred on llio adjacent and 
more favored States of Oro{;on and Califor- 
nia. But past e.vploratioiis ol the interior — 
proTokingly tardy and limited though they 
hare beeii— justify the persuasion that there 
ara yaat tracts of land in the several districts 
ol the island possessing qualities that would 
abundantly reward cultivation, and capable 
of sustaining a population of millions. Any 
knowledge we have acquired of British Co- 
lumbia tempts us to hazard the assertion 
that there is probably more land available 
'for iorops here — that is compared with tlio 
entire area — than in that Colony. \Yilh the 
knowledge of these sober facts, taken in 
connection with contiguousness to a larqo 
and growing market, it were infatuation on 
the part of the farmers — skilful ami respcct- 
fible, but not rich — in JMi^k^iul and in otiior 
parts of the British Empire, to slruggli; on 
with the rents and low prices, whlli; so (ire- 
oious an opportunity invites them to bei-omo 
owners of land at a small figure, witli the 
aiiuiance of a superior market for their pro- 
duce. 

' We are not ignorant of the bewitching 
charauteriof ooinmeroial and mining enter- 
' price the opening of an auriferous coun- 
:tjrjr, froin> the prospect held out in tboso un- 
* 'dertaicings of large and immediate returns. 
It ii not unnatural that immigrants, incited 
by exceptional instances of brilliant success, 
ahould betray the romantic desire of sud- 
denly winning the bmiles and gifts of for- 
tune. But their irapatienco may well be 
restrained and their expectations moderated 
by contemplating the bitter truth that in 
mining and trading spceiilalions, blanks 
have usually been the rule aiul prices the 
exctplion. It is not inlendeil, of course, by 
this remark to insinuate that the country 
offers feeble inducements to men whose in- 
clinations and abilities qualify them to suc- 
ceed in these departments. Hut \vc vjiitiiri' 
to maintain that whore farming is conducted 
OB vthis . island of Vancouver with n fair 
' amount of skill, perseverance and economy, a 
greater ratio of those who devote themselves 

|3ff to;that' branch, of industry will in n given 
term attain comfort and independence, than 

(iff««ofpenoii8''foUowing any other sort of busi- 

■ iieu. With the view of disarming the prc- 
• ' jiidice that Has so signally retarded the 

extension of the farming interest in our 
midst, and of supporting the statements wn 
hare juat made, it is only necessary lu soli- 
cit attention to a few parlicukirs which have 
not obtained the publicity ihcy desorvo. 

The climats of the isliuid is rendered pro- 
verbially genial, productive and saluljrious 
from a variety ol interesting cause;;. The leni- 
perature of our furthest Koutliern latitude, 
which is 48'^ 22', on the opposite shore, is 
equal to that of Long 15 ay, in .South (Jaro- 
■ ' V Jina, which is situated about 1") degrees fur- 
ther south, on the Atlantic. But the insular 
position ol this Oplpny, with other local eir- 
' ' ' ' cumstaDCCStCOinhiu'e'tosccnro for it a singularly 
'eqoable cllmdte and exemption from the some- 
what mbre'rigorons cxtremfts to which the ex- 
actly opppsitc opust in the Gulf of Georgia, is 
• ' subject. Not only havelwo the uniform testimony 
■) of residents on the western coasts of the North 
" ^'American Continent in favor of the mean tem- 
perature of the Pacilic as being much below 
that of the Atlantic, but we have the author- 
ity of meteorologists for the action of cold uii- 
der-curreuta from the Arctic .sea, which lave 
the rocky foundations of the iikiiid iluriii^' the 
hot season, and cause their teniperin,:^ iii.'hicnee 
to bo felt as lijr U[) as liigli-water-niai'k, and 
beyond it. The Olympian range of niounlains 
it» Washington Territory regale the eye, and 
appear, in the rich sunshim;, like a hui^'e mess 
of ■ Wone majijre adorning the festal board of 
the Olympian Uoda. The iiro.viniity of their 
grateful summits, capped with eternal snows, 
..tends to modily th^.otherwisa . inter.: (; ho.ii u! 
I "mid-Bummer. The winds that at the present 
' ' KMba como 'from the south, olmrgcd with 



warm moisture and oppras^ the atmosphcro of 
northern regions in other lodglludcs with sultri- 
ness, have, by coulact with the neighboring 
^nowj^iioights, their humid element condensed 
and their e.vccss of caloric absorbed, and arc, 
as by a magic touch, transmuted into breezes 

"Mild as wlieu Zepliyrus on Flora breathes." 
Heated under-currcnts from the tropics, pro- 
ducing eliniatical eilects resembling those which 
result from the agency of (he Gulf Stream in 
the Atlantic, softeu the rigors of winter, as 
the boreal aotiou we have described is believed 
to cool the scorching heats of rummer. From 
observations taken daily in this city during 
the years 18G0-GI, at 9 a. m., 3 p. m., aiid 9 
p. m., it appears that thOf Jpwestj-wfnn of 
the thermometer, in that period, occnfrod in 
the 31 days of Deceniber, 'CO, when the range 
of that inatriimdntaveroged 41.22. Twenty- 
nine days in July, ISGl, indicated the highest 
mean, which is marked CO, 97. Though 
thunder storms are somctinicsi audible in the 
island during the dog days, the electric Hash 
is rarely visible by us. Heavy falls of snow 
are iufro(iucnt in winter, and whcii snow docs 
fall it does not commonly remain longer than 
a few days on the ground. From October to 
March we arc liable to pciiods of rain at un- 
certain interval,-;. In the latter month winter 
gives signs of taking its departure, and the 
warm breath of spring begins to cover the 
trees with tinted bnds and tlie fields with ver- 
dure. In July vegetation reaches its annual 
maturity. Compared with I'higland, spring 
is later, summer drier-, autumn longer, and 
winter milder. The remarks of Oaptiaii 
Vancouver, as quoted in the recently published 
and admirable Prize Essay on this subject will 
be attested by the experience of all who have 
enjoyed any lengthened residence in the Col- 
ony. The serenity of the cliinato, and the 
abundant fertility that unassisted nature puts 
iorib, reipiire oidy to be eiu-ichcd by the in- 
dustry of man to render it the most lovely 
country that can be imagined, whilst the labor 
of the inhabitants would be aniply rewarded 
in the bounties which nat\n'e .seems ready to 
bestow on cultivation." 

Passing from the consideration of the 
clitnato we may glance at the snila of the 
Colony. It is to be regretted for the sake of 
agriculturists tliat the uphearal of this 
island above, the . surface of the ocean did 
not take place at a much eailier geplogical 
period. From the unerring intimations of 
geology, in the character and distribution of 
its soils, we infer its recent clevatiun, by 
volcanic agency. The propondeiatiiig soil 
on the higher levels is of u poor gravelly de- 
scription, with hut a thin layer of vegetable 
mould aiul covered by gigantic timber. 
Tliis equality of soil exhibits the deposit of 
northern drift that had accuniulatel in cer 
tain sections of the country wliilo the land 
was submerged ; these places being just 
saved I'lom absolnto sterility by the decayed 
foila^c of trees and grasses that has for ages 
been shed to cover their nakedness. Had a 
few more decades ol centuries happened to 
elapse, subsc((uent to the emerging of the 
island and before civilization was directed 
hither, there can be no/doubt that the kind 
of soil referred to would have become im- 
mensely improved. But it is not unknown 
in England and Canada that gravelly soil, 
unmatched for poverty by any in this islanil 
hai>, by an admixture of clay and manure, 
been made quite equal to soils containing 
naturally more fertile qualities — the former 
element imparting tenacity for the retention 
of heat and moisture, and the latter creating 
a loamy ingredient, llich sandy loams are 
found, but are c.vclusively confined, as might 
he e.xpeeted, to valleys and slopes of various 
dimensions, which, however, greet the eye 
in all parts of the island. This quality of 
soil is fornied by the disintegration and de- 
composition of limestone aiid other rocks in 
coiinectiun with diverse icqueous action, and 
when united, as it always is more or less 
with decayed vegetable matter, which gives 
it !i black or dark brown aspect, it is e.vcel- 
lently adapted for producing rich crops of 
vc-;^etables ond every species of cereal. Clay 
chieiiy constitutes the subsoil of the island, 
and from its tenaeioiis character necessitates 
the careful draining of the particular depos- 
its which rest upon it.
